As far as is known, the ticks 
have not spread any cases of 
fever, but it would take just i 
one “holdover infected 
cow ” j 
to start the discase on a ram ­ 
page, according to the bureau 
chief. 
Writing in the Journal of t h e 
A m erican V eterinary Mod i c a I 
Association, Dr, Sim m s recalled 
the huge toll cattle fever took 
bef- re v eterin arian s eradicated 
it from m ost of the southern and 
southw estern states. 
The disease, spread by ticks, 
was the ta rg e t of a 35-year e ra d ­ 
ication campaign started in 1906 
At that tim e, tick fever 
losses 
wert* estim ated at $40 million an­ 
nually and m ade It impossible to 
c a rry on profitable cattle pro­ 
duction in m any areas. To m ake 
m a tte rs worse, 
trailing

ticks to

ERADICATION w as accom p­ 
lished m ainly by dipping cattle 
in a tick-killing solutions. Today, 
all but a very sm all section of 
the United States is considered 
free of cattle tick fever. 
However, if the ticks are al­ 
lowed to get a 
foothold again, 
they might easily 
find 
a 
cow 
that has the disease. Using thi- 


one animal a» their springboard, 
the blood-sucking pests could put 
th disease back in big business, 
the BAI chief explained. 
Dr. Simms said that renew ed 
efforts are being made to wipe 
out the fever-spreading ticks. 
Wind. dust, flies, and continu­ 
ous exposure to sunlight play a 
big part in outbreaks of infecti­ 
ous pinkeye in cattle, according 
to a report in the Journal.

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DEBT LIMIT 
THE proposal that the federal debt limit 
immediately be lowered to a point which 
would require a near balance of the budget 
for the next fiscal year has been advanced 
by a group of Republicans, and so it might 
be supposed that budget balancing is a 
party ls.uue. Administration spokes m e n 
have encouraged this supposition by rising 
to the defense of unbalanced budgets. Yet 
it is a reasonably safe prediction that if 
this debt limit proposal should be brought 
to a decision the final vote would not be on 
party lines. 
The real fact of the matter is that mem­ 
bers on both sides of the party fence in 
Congress ate unwilling to make the choices 
which would be required to balance the 
budget. The balance cannot be achieved by 
impersonal blanket reductions. Each mem­ 
ber must choose between the bal a n c e d 
budget and spending projects in his o w n 
district. In those crucial decisions, just as 
many members of one party as of another 
have shown themselves unwilling to aban­ 
don federal appropriations for their own 
constituencies. And the taxes come from 
Republicans, Democrats and all others 
alike. 
Lookirg at it without partisan argu­ 
ments, would the lowered debt limit help? 
If established and adhered to, it could force 
the government to live within its means, as 
the limits of personal credit force aa indi­ 
vidual to live within reach of his income. 
The trouble is that the same body which 
establishes the debt limit also decides how 
much to spend. It is like a New Year’s res­ 
olution. Congress can make it, and can 
either observe it or break it. 


BOOK EXPERIMENT 
AN AMERICAN publisher is taking a tip 
from the French. They have always made 
a practice of issuing books in paper covers, 
to be read and thrown away, and in better 
bindings for those who desire to keep the 
books permanently. This is one factor in 
keeping French book prices down. 
Simon ana Schuster, New York publish­ 
ers, will experiment along this line. They 
will issue five books in paper covers and 
in regulor binding simultaneously, so that 
the public may choose between the two and 
this kini of book offering can be tested. 
Previous experiments of the sort have 
not been successful. But lately the pocket 
editions, celling usually for a quarter, may 
have broken down the prejudices that kill­ 
ed previous attempts. Book lovers who like 
to buy books cheaply, and buy m o r e of 
them, will hope that the new experiment 
succeeds. 


In July, 1944, the United States and Chi­ 
na were in alliance in a war. The govern­ 
ment of China, which the United States rec­ 
ognized, was headed by Chiang Kai-shek, 
as the government of the United States, 
which China recognized, was headed by 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
We were 
both 
lighting Japanese and the situation was 
pretty tough. Chiang Kai-shek had not been 
notified that the Cairo declaration had 
neon vitiated by the Teheran agreement 
and the Yalta conference had not taken 
place. 
Yet on Sunday. July 23, 1944, “The P a­ 
cific Story,” a National Broad c a s t i n g 
Company script beamed to Pacific coun­ 
tries and to our own troops s c a t t e r e d 


I throughout Asia, was devoted to the sub­ 
ject “The Chinese Communists.” The pro­ 
gram opens with the Chinese Communist 
song, “Chee Lai.” 
(It is an interesting sidelight that at that 
t’me the Chinese Communists were not 
lighting Japanese as much as they were 
fighting a Chinese civil war.) 
The entire script is designed to propa­ 
gandize the superiority of the Chinese 
Communist party. Every dramatic effect 
is used to damage our ally. It is straight 
propaganda and is today, on the whole, 
demonstrably untrue. For instance: 
“Chinese 3: China cannot be ruled by a 
single party. The Kuomintang must end its 
control of the Chinese government and al­ 
low the full development of democracy, I 
with equal rights for all parties, including 
our own. This demand is in accordance 
with the three people’s principles of Sun 
Yat-sen and is the only basis for national 
' unity and continued resistance to the en­ 
emy. We have carried out these principles 
m the territory which we have reconquer­ 
ed from the enemy and which the people 
administer.” 
Is not China governed by one party, the 
Communist Party, today? Who were the 
writers of this N. B. C. script fooling—and 
at whose expense? Who paid for it? Was 
it beamed to our troops at government ex­ 
pense? Did it make for better cooperation 
oetween nationalist China, with which we 
were dealing, and our own officials there? 
Now, I want to be sure that you get the 
significance of the next paragraph. It is 
‘he statement of the announcer at the end 
of “The Pacific Story” : 
“Announcer: Important in the coming 
j operations on the mainland of Asia are the 
OO million Chinese communists. To tell the 
j significance of these people in the complex 
political situation in the Pacific, the Na­ 
tional Broadcasting Company presents 
a 
; message from Agnes Smedley, noted trav- j 
eler and author of “The Battle Hymn of 
China.” who visited and studied the Chi­ 
nese Communists. Miss Smedley’s mes-i 
’ sage: 
Smedley’s talk: (exactly six minutes)” 
Do you know who Agnes Smedley is? 
She is the one American who long before 1 
the war and through the whole of it was 
I most closely associated with the public re­ 
lations of the Chinese Communist party. 
She was their spokesman. 
. 
“The Pacific Story” ran from July ll,! 
1943, to January 26, 1947. Some ended with I 
a commentator, such as Owen Lattimore. 
Henry Luce. Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur and 
others. Some were straight drama. They 
were written and directed by Arnold Mar-

Market Planning 
Helps Cut Down 
Trips To Store 
Endless trips to the market 
are not necessary if you store 
food correctly, so say local ef­ 
ficient housewives. 
There is no reason why any 
homemaker should have to mar­ 
ket every day for food, or why 
the children should have to go 
constantly “to the store” to buy 
forgotten supplies. 
In these days of mechanical 
refrigeration and deep freeze 
units, the amount of food that 
can be bought on one shopping 
trip depends only upon sufficient 
refrigeration and storage space 
to keep the food until needed. 
But Madame, in the case of 
the delicate vegetables like the 
celery, the lettuce, the tomatoes, 
the greens, it is advisable to buy 
them twice a week.” 
^ But if they are washed a n d 
carefully wrapped in w a x e d 
paper, Chef, then placed in the 
hydrator or crisping tray of the 
refrigerator, they will often keep 
for a week. The trick is to use 
the most perishable food first. 
And of course, hardier v e g e ­ 
tables such as broccoli, Brussels 
sprouts and carrots need similar 
care but will last even longer. It 
has been scientifically proved 
that all vegetables, if left expos­ 
ed to warm air, not only wilt or 
shrivel, but quickly lost most of 
their vitamins. 
Fresh meat should be stored 
uncovered, or loosely covered 
with waxed paper—never in the 
j brown paper wrapping w h i c h 
keeps away the circulation of 
cold air. 
Frozen ifieats must be kept 
very cold and always frozen, 
either in the ice cube compart­ 
ment, in a deep freeze drawer, 
or a deep freeze unit, and then 
only when a temperature of zero 
degrees or lower can be main­ 
tained.
